MUSIC IN EVERYTHING. 


Pretty Surprises Met With la a Ge- 


neva Music Box Factory. 


The chief industry of Geneva is the 


manufacture of musical boxes. Thou- 
jancls of men, women and children are 
mployecl in the factories, one of which 
was visited by a traveler who gives 
ome interesting particulars about his 
visit. 


An attendant invited him to take a 
ieat. lie did so, and strains of dellght- 
'ul music camo from Hie chair. 
He 


mng his hat on a rack and put his 
stick iu the stand. Music came from 
both rack and stand. 
He wrote hlg 


name iu the visitors' register, and on 
dipping his pen into the ink music 
burst forth from the inkstand. 


The manager of the factory explain- 


ed the process of making musical 
joxes, a business which requires pa- 
tience and nicety. 


The different parts are made by men 


who arc experts in those parts and 
who do nothing else year in and year 
out. 


The music is marked on the cylinder 
y a man who has served several 


years of apprenticeship. Another man 
nserts in the marked places pegs 
which have been filed to a uniform 
ength. 
The comb, or set of teeth, 


which strikes the pegs and makes the 
sound Is arranged by a man who does 
nothing else. The cylinder is then re- 
volved to see that every peg produces 
a proper tone. 


The most delicate work of all is the 


revising of each peg. It is done by a 
workman who has a good ear for mu- 
ic. He sees that every peg is in its 
proper place and is bent at the correct 
angle. 


When the instrument is in its case, 


an expert examines it to see that the 
time is perfect.—St. Louis Republic.

To Test Wall Pnpern. 


Arsenic is very often present in the 


pigment used for wall papers, and as 
every one knows, if one covers one's 
walls with a paper containing deadly 
poison one's health must suffer. It Is 
important, therefore, to select wall pa- 
pers which do not contain arsenic, and 
the method of testing them Is simple in 
the extreme. Take a piece of the paper 
and light it, and if arsenic be present 
you will notice an odor like that of 
garlic. Do not Inhale the smoke. An- 
other way of testing the paper is to 
pour over it a little diluted hydrochlor- 
ic acid. If the greens in the pattern 
become blue in this treatment it is be- 
cause they contain arsenic.—Home 
Notes.

CAPITAL, THE K"1KND OF I.ABOB. 


The JOURNAL baa been engaged in 


presenting its views on capital and 
labor in conaeotion with the effect 
that capital has on labor when it has 
absolute control over it. We have 
also presented in a limited way tbe 
means that labor has to apply for ite 
protection against tbe dominion and 
missapplied power of capital to its 
determent. 


Tuat our position may be better 


understood by our re iders we will saj 
tbat our arguments more especially 
apply to organized or soulless capital 
represented by large capitalized and 
bonded interests in tbe form of trusts, 
and the money interests represented 
by a national banking system and th 
general money interests of tbe world 
that are seeking independent powei 
and control of tbe earth and all there 
is on it through money. Tbe«e money 
interests have no identity with tbe 
general money interests of the country 
except to control them 'n its interests, 
and for tbe same purpose is seeking to 
control tho government as it acts 
litruely tbrougb the power it receives 
from government, but its purpose bai- 
been and is to act independent of gov- 
ernment control, and by BO doing to 
obtain independent of any power, 
control of all of the best interests ot 
man. The general money interests of 
the world will be subject to tbe cen 
tral ZiA and organized world-power of 
capital as labor will be, because the 
world money power will direct and 
control it, in all that it does. Wealth 
has not injured labor. It may have 
deprived it of its just share of the 
profits of labor, but as a whole when 
compared with its past history as a 
world wealth producing factor it has 
largely 
benefited 
the laboring man 


Wealth wbeu in the hands of civilized 
men (we speak advisedly as all men 
who live in civilized communities are 
not civilized) has been and will con 
tinue to be an aid to labor. The just 
share that labor should receive of the 
profits of labor from capital has be- 
come in the light of the world money 
power a matter for domestic adjust- 
ment, as it ia now shorn of its promi- 
nance by the large power that will 
affect the 
industry 
of the world. 


Wealth is not in opposition to labor 
when in tbe hands of an individual in 
any sense that should receive compari- 
son with the world money power and 
organized 
and 
capitalized 
trusts. 


Money has been and is an aid to labor 
and general business interests when it 
is in tbe hands of men who are content 
to receire for its use a just compensa- 
tion, 


Men who bave been acd are satisfied 


to receive a fair compensation for their 
investments are the friends of labor 
and all business interests. From such 
men business and labor receive sup- 
port, and these are the men of wealth 
who are doing more to elevate laboi 
than it is doing for its best interests.

bave oppi/rtnnity to present the ques- 
tion in manner aud form that labor 
does not possess. 


The cause for the superior force of 


wealth in the interest of labor exists 
in the fact that wealthy people who are 
interested in its welfare have oppor 
tnnitles to approach capital and to in 
fineuce it tbat labor does noc possess. 
Tbe wealthy people wbo ere tbe frieadt- 
ot tbe working man take no interest in 
politics for tbe purpose of controllirg 
his life and free action as an American 
freeman. 
They bave no money to 


contribute, and do not contribute 
their money upon election occasions 
ta degrade labor aud the laboring man 
that they may control him and place 
him in future bondage. 


The wealth of the country that be- 


friends labor in its efforts to elevate it, 
by giving it a just share of its earn- 
ings, is represented by people of re- 
finement and culture, who fully under- 
stand the relation tbat labor sustains 
to capital, and who have that sense of 
justice tbat is represented in and 
taught in the rules given by the mas- 
ter for the moral government of man. 


Very many of these good people who 


represent large money interests are 
earnestly working for tbe elevation of 
labor by see'iing to procure for it a 
full share of the natural and artificial 
rights it is entitled to receive from the 
hand of capital. Money represented 
by the general business of the country 
is not working to deprive labor of its 
individuality or of any right tbat is a

istence of war and rumors of war, the 
people are liable to relax their vigi- 
lance of the money power and allow it 
to enact some very 
unwholesome 


financial legislation. 


The present stringency of the money 


market at New York city shows oon- 
olufively that the New York bankers 
are entirely incompetent to manage 
the financial policy of this goyern- 
ment. 


Ihe government has been very gen- 


erous with the New Yoik banks. It 
baa repeatedly deposited government 
fands with the banks and has paid 
interest on bonds several months in 
advance in order to help build op their 
reserves. It has allowed them to keep 
open doors when their reserves were 
far below the lawful limit and has 
allowed them to isene clearing house 
certificates by the tens of millions of 
dollars, and yet, in the face of this 
generous policy by our government, 
these bankers have the gall to ask the 
government to go out of the banking 
business and allow the banks to issue 
all the paper money, with the power to 
contract or inflate the currency at 
pleasure. 


Of course the banks would be as 


honest with themselves as they are 
with the government and would ex- 
pect to redeem their notes, on de- 
mand, in gold coin. 


Now. let ns see what each a system 


of finance would result in. The first 
little scare in financial circles would 
precipitate a run on the banks. The 
bill holder and the depositor would 
bolt make their demands for gold at 
t he same time, and, with no friendly U. 
8. treasury to draw on, the banks 
would soon be forced to suspend gold 
payments, and if the banking laws 
were enforced they would have to close 
their doors and financial chaos would 
result. 


Mr. Editor, the foregoing facts show 


clearly that Uncle Sum is the only 
successful banker this country ever 
had, and in place of going out of the 
banking business he should go into it 
more extensively and teach the eastern 
bankers that an inflation of the cur- 
rency and freedom from panics are more 
de-irable than an ioflition of credit, 
with a periodical financial smash.

His Eating Capacity nn Wonderful 


an His Hold on Life. 


The catfish belongs to an ancient 


type not yet fully made into a fish, and 
hence those whose paired fins are all 
properly fastened to the head, as his 
nre not, hold him In well merited 
scorn. He has no scales and no bright 
colors. His fins are small and his head 
and mouth are large. 
Around his 


tnouth are eight long "smellers," 
fleshy feelers, that he pushes out as 
he crawls along the bottom in search 
of anything that he may eat 
As he 


may eat anything, he always finds it. 
His appetite is as impartial as that of 
a goat Anything, from a dead lam- 
prey or a bunch of sunfish eggs to a 
piece of ttoato can, Is grateful to 
him. 


In each of the fins, which represent 


his arms, is a long, sharp bone, with 
a slimy surface and a serrated edge. 
These are fastened by a ball and sock- 
et Joint, and whenever the fish is 
alarmed the bone is whirled over and 
set In place; then Jt sticks out stiffly 
on each side. There is another such 
bone in the fin on the back, and when 
all of these are set there is no flsa 
that can swallow him. 


When he takes the hook, which he 


surely will do if there is any hook to 
be taken, he will swallow it greedily. 
As he is drawn out of the water he 
sets his three spines and laughs to 
himself as the boy pricks his fingers 
trying to get the hook from his stom- 
ach. This the boy is sure to do, and 
because the boy of the Mississippi 
valley is always fishing for catfish 18 
the reason why his fingers are always 
sore. The catfish is careless of the 
present and sure of the future. After 
he is strung on a birch branch and 
dried in the sun and sprinkled with 
dust and has had his stomach dug out 
to recover the hook, if he falls into the 
brook he will swim away. He holds 
no malice and ii ready to bite again 
at the first thing in sight—Popular 
Science Monthly.

They May Write the Truth,For Their

There are court historians in China, 


as there arc in other countries, but 
there is one striking difference, and it 
lies in the fact that the work of the 
Chinese court historians does not see 
the light until the reigning dynasty 
comes to an end. 


In this -way these Celestial historians 


have an opportunity to describe most 
truthfully the virtues and vices of the 
valorous rulers and the real signifi- 
cance of the events which take place 
during their regime. They can write 
ivhat they please without fear of cen- 
sure, for they know that their work 
will not he published as long as the 
reigning dynasty lasts. 


This has been the rule for more than 


2,000 years, the first court historian 
having been appointed by the Impe- 
rial house of Han, which reigned from 
206 B. C. until 25 A. D. 


The duty of these historians is to 


write plain accounts of all the events 
that occur during their tenure of of- 
fice. At regular intervals their com- 
pleted work is taken from them and is 
locked up in an iron safe or vault. 
There it remains until the first member 
of a new dynasty ascends the throne. 


It is then given with all the other 


histories in the vault to the court 
historian, who is then living, and from 
the mass of documents he is expected 
to prepare a truthful history of the 
dynasty which has just expired. The 
present dynasty has been reigning 
since 1G40 and consequently no court 
history has been published since that 
date.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

In the north, among the 
educated classes, we hear root. Here
